Consistent with passage of HB2407 (Chapter 472 of the 2009 Acts of the Assembly), regulations 
governing the Health Practitioners’ Intervention Program are amended to change the name to the 
Health Practitioners’ Monitoring Program to more accurately reflect the intent and scope of the 
program.  Other amendments include:   
1) Changes in the organization of the committee to delete outdated language and allow more 
flexibility in scheduling meetings as necessary;  
2) Changes in eligibility requirements to stipulate that a person must hold a current, active 
Virginia license, certification, registration or multistate licensure privilege or be an applicant in 
order to focus program services on licensees who are or will be practicing in Virginia.  The intent 
of the program is to monitor impaired practitioners to ensure that they are safe to engage in 
practice in Virginia. If someone does not hold a license (suspended, revoked or lapsed) or if he is 
not currently practicing in Virginia, they will not be eligible for the Program;  
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3) Changes to allow the committee to designee staff to perform some of its functions in order to 
expedite decisions and actions, so the duties of the committee can be more policy oriented and 
less involved in routine operations of the program; and  
4) Changes to amend terminology that is outdated or inconsistent with the amended name of the 
Program.
